Great Number of Perſons for breaking the kuown Laws of this Kingdom ; 

having forfeited their Lives and Fortunes to offended Juſtice , yet the Fatal 
- Sentence, through the Mercy and never failing Compaſiog of a Gracious and 

Benign Prince being defered ; His preſent Sacred Majeſty not to be wanting 
in his Tranſcendaot Commiſſeration , and Lenity to his loſt and undone Subjects , 
whoſe Crimes had brought them to the extreameſt Miſery, was pleaſed to grant a Gra- 
cious Pardon to 16 by Name, whoat ſundry times haye received Sentance of Death, at 
Jubice-Hall in the Old-Bayly. Upon their being Convicted of ſuch Crimes, as ren- 
dred them obnoctious to that dread{ul Penalty > Whereupon, and in order to their 
Deliverance by layirg holdot the Royal Clemency. The Right Honourable Sr. James 
Smith, Lord Mayor ofthe City of Londen, and vivers of rhe Worſhipful Aldermen, &<. 
came to the Hall before mentioned, whither the Priſoners were brought before them from 
the County Goal of Newgare, and calied over by their reſpe&tive Names; when bein 
demanded what they could ſay why Sentance of Death already denounced againſt them 
ſho 1d not be Executed on taem ; they unanimouſly implored the Benefit of the Grace 
and Favour his Sacred Majeſty had been plealed to extend towards them ; whereupon the 
)ardon was allowed and read, they all the while with many Expreſſions of Joy and Gra- 
titude as appzared by their looks and ſemblarces, kneeling on the Flore ; after which 
the Court admoniſhed them them to heware how they fell again into the like Danger , 
and to he ever wonderfully ſenſible of the Mercy they had received from their Gracious 
Prince, whore Laws they had broken and violated, &c.

As for their Crimes, they are Divers and of a different Nature, viz. Buflock and 
Horſe Stealing, Robery upon the High-way, Felony and Burglary, Tankard Stealing, 
Picking of Pockets, Cliping, Robing in the Streets, by ſnatching Goods from under Peo- 
ples Arms, Murther, Manſlaughter ; Marrying a Second Wife, the firſt being alive, Re- 
fuſing the Oath, &c. They for the moſt part being Convicted of difterent and peculiar 
Crimes ; many of them having been Old offenders, Burnt inthe Hand, Tranſpzrted oz 
Whipped ; for former Oſtences, yet would not take thoſe warnings, but caſt their lives 
into a ſecond hazzard ; ard hd beer dead, had not Mercy interpoſed : Some of then 
again were Servants, inticed and drawn away by Evil Company as themielves Conſeſicd , 
to Rob anddeceive thoſe thar had intruſted them, not weighing the Dangrr they incur= 
ed, by giving way to the Temptation ot ſuch Seducers; but amongſt others, it is re- 
markable thar near a afth part oft the Number of theſe Tranſgreſlors were Imprifoned , 
Tryed and Convicted, for ſtealing Silver Tankaras; 1uch opportunities give thoſe that 
ſell Drink therein to wretched Pilferers, to plunge themſelves into ruin for an inconfi- 


derable Gain. 


The Pardon beiag pleaded; they returned wah much joy to the place 
from whence they came, as knowing they had eſcaped an untimely Fate that 
hovered round them and dayly Terrified them with continual fear of an Ig- 
nominious Death their Crimes deſerving noleſs, and their Tmaginations fil- 
led with he dreadful Tdeas of ſuch as have ſo frequently {uftered for the like 
Oftences,though't is greatly feared that it will hardly be a means to reclaime 
thoſe that have been long hardened in Iaiquity and made a Trade of Sinning, 
though they promiſe Reformation and Amendment of Lite,and that they will 
make good uſe of thoſe days that are added to the few Moments they once 
expeCted but to live: Life being Naturally covcted by all Men, as well by 
thoſe that are in Miſery, as ſuch who live in Eale and Plenty ; fo fearful are 
the boldeſt or the moſt deſpicable, to plunge into a vait Eternity when death 
approaches 1a his Tremendious Form. 


- To Conclude, our hopes are that ſuch Tranicendant Goodnels as has been 
Graciouſly diſpenced off roward them, will ſo work upon their ſtubor: 
Natures, that it will in a manner compcll them to Loyalty, Honeſty,and due 
Obedience for the Future. | 
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
